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FRUIT. 

Tut winter the mildest on 
reco-d ies pooven the mane severe on culti- 
vated fruits. Ordinary red currant bushes 
which are generally supp wed to be as hardy 
as willow have lost a great deal of tust year's 


growth. Uther currant and be bushes 
are generally cut to the ground and are now 
growing from the root. Even wild raspberry 


bushes in exposed situations are cut, but no 
other wild truit seems to have been affected. 
Locust, catalps and other trees grown from 
the sved last summer have aiso been cut. 
Apple trees have aiso suffered, most of them 
having been killed to tie root, but they are 
shooting up again already. Out of three 


apple trees in the BULLETIN garden for | 


which the past was the third winter in their 
present situation,two have veen killed to the 
root, from which ove is now growing vigor- 
ously, while the third has suffered scarcely 
any damage. A few of last yeur’s shoots 
have failed to leaf out as yet, but the 
main part of the tree and the greater 
numver of last year’s shoots re in full leat 
aud are quite healthy. That a miid winter 
thould have proved more destructive than 
former severe seasons secs mysterious, but 
is easily explained. The remarkably mild 
weather of February caused the sap to start 
in the cultivated trees and bushes which were 
generally in the warmest situations, to a 
| py ond degree than in the trees of the rorest. 

¢ was noticed that the currant ang appie 
buds began to swell then as well us poplar 
and willow in warm situations. The cold 
weather which foliowed in March certainly 
checked the flow of sap, killing the teader 
shoots in which most of the sap was, and 
which were consequently most afiected by 
the frost. In an ordinarily severe winter 
when the ground is covered with snow and 
trees and bushes even in the open are pro- 
tected toBome extent trom the heat by a 
covering of snow until the final advent of 
spring, inasmuch as there is nosap in the 
twigs they are uot affected by the could, 
although it may be extreme. LPhroughout 
the Northwest the northern slopes are better 
wooded than the southern. indeed it is an 
almost invariable rule extending even to the 
partly wooded region of the Territorics that 
the southern slopes of the hilis are never 
wooded, while the northern slopes are as 
invariabiy thickly wooded The evident 
reason is that ou the northern slope, which 
is certainly less favorable for actual growth 
than the southern, the trees are protected 
trom the sun and consequently the sap dues 
not rise in them until the season has advane- 
sufficiently to prevent any danger of the sap 
being frozen. On the southern slope on the 
contrary the fine sunny days which ahnost 
always precede the real spring clear the 
ground of snow if it has not already been 
cleared, and cause growth to begin before 
winter is over. A cold snap occurring then 
injures or kills the trees on the southern 
slope while those on the northern slope, not 
having teltthe waimth of the sun to the 
same extent and not having started to grow 
are unaffected, At the same time there is no 
doubt that trees on the southern slope get- 
ting a yreater share of heat and sunliyht 
would grow better and produce better fruit 
than those on the northern slope, if they 
could be kept alive. Fruit trees and bushes 
planted in gardens ar. inimuch the same 
position as wild trees and bushes on the 
southern slope of the hill. If they are at all 
hardy their situation is warm enough in 
Winter, especially it they yet the benefit of 
the covering which an ordinary snow fall 
gives. What they require is not extra pro- 
tection against the cold, but against the heat 
in the early spring. At leas: that is what 
the experience of the past three ycars taken 
together has taught.

gration. Perfect coutidence in ofticial re- 
poits can only be secured by the fullest and 
most reliable statistics being continuously 
Kiven, Without fear o1 favor, of the state of 
things that really obtains, so that we may 
be told equally of had seasons and serious 
trosts, when they do occur, as of the brighter 
side of matters.” 

The cash bonus offered to the Regina & 
Long Luke railway cou.pany of $50,0000 year 
for 20 years is estimated to have a present 
value of $700,000 tor 161 miles of road. If at 
any tine the company does vot earn from 
the government according to the agreement 
the amount of the ycarly advance the deti- 
ciency is to be charged to the company 
and will form a hen upon their land grant, 
half of which the government will hold as 
security. At present the government pays 
for transport over the proposed route 372,755 
a year. The distance trom Sakekatoon to 
Prince Albert is 85 mies tor which the com- 
pany will receive ¥380,000 a year for the same 
time. A branch from Saskatoon to Battle- 
ford is part of the scheme. 


Sir Lester Kaye’s company has eleven farms 
ot 10,000 acres each along the C. P. K. in the 
Northwest. On these it has 7,800 ordiuary 
cuttie, 100 polled angus and galloway bulls, 


600 brood nares and 12 stallions, Sheepanud 
swine are now on the way. On the farms are 
eleven stables capable of sheltering 600 
horses, sheds for 6,v00 head of cattle, shelter 
for 33,000 sheep and pens for 8000 pigs. 
There are 200 laborers now on the farine. 
This season's crop amounts te 5,000 ucres of 
wheat oate and barley. {tisintended to have 
300 cowson cach tarm, Flax oceupied 300 
acres last year and was of exceilent quality. 
The company expects to bring ont a large 
number of immigrants next season, with 
which they hope to settle tracts of laid be 
tween their farms, The capital of the com- 
pany is £430,000, aid the name “The 
Canadian Agricultural, Coal a Colonization 
Conipany.” 

The Free Press objects to the railway 
subsidies lately voted to the local lines in the 
eastern provinces Where raiway comniunica- 
tion is already abundant. and says: ‘The 
only true priveciple is to confine all aid of 
this kind to colomzing works whether 
wagon roads or railroads, bridges or canals, 
and whether in New Brunswick or British 
Columbia, Ontario or the Northwest, Any 
enterprise calculated to open up new dis- 
tricts of country, to cause settlement, to de- 
velop hitherto dormant resources, is entitled 
to national aid, because it adds directly to 
the national wealth. Help the pioneer, be 
he farmer, winer or luuwberman. He cannot 
help himself. He shows the way to new 
fields of enterprise and wealth, and to him 
the nation owes it asa right that he shall be 
supported, To scitter subsidies for super- 
fluous works in our setiled districts is sus- 
ceptible of but one explanation--they are 
intended as bribes for political support.”
